In the first physical valuation case of like nature 


decided by the State Railroad Commission, the com­ 


mission holds that the city of Eu reka must pay $270,-

amount $23,000 was agreed on by both sides as the 
worth of the water rights and the remainder of the 
purchase price is for plant anil property. 
In hand­ 
ing down its opinion the commission laid down two 
important principles which w ill govern sim ilar cases 


in the future. 
First, segregated parcels of land are to be valued 
only at their worth for the purpose to which they 
have been put. 
That is to say, a plot of ground oc­ 
cupied by a water company for a pumping station, 
is worth its value to the company for a pumping 
station, not what it might fetch as a residence site. 


Second, the distance of the next nearest water 
source shall have no part in determining the price of 
the water company being valued. 
“ W e are convinced from the facts in the case, as 
well as facts in many oilier cases that have come 
to the attention of the commission, that if the finan­ 
cial history of utilities in the United States could be 
w ritten, it would be found that a great deal of their 
present property values have been secured from their 
rates in addition to proper earnings, and not from 
such proper earnings; and this conclusion is not 
met by a showing that dividends have not been paid 
upon stock, because the investment of net earnings 
excessive in amount in u tility properties and the 
gradual increase in the value of their stocks is just 
as much an earning to the owners of such stock as 
though dividends were declared, and the payment 
of interest on bond issues and the payment of bond 
issues ultim ately from the rates, of course, brings 
about a like result.”

Fro m the Lo s Angeles Financial News 
Uncle Sam and German Oil Tru st 


rhe G ov ernm ent of the United States has taken 
a hand in legislation in Germ any 
b y 
presenting, 
throu gh its am b assador in Berlin, a protest against 
tho petroleu m monopoly b ill recently introdu ced in 
the Im perial P arliam ent of Germany. 
This protest 
expressed the confident expectation of the United 
S tates G ov ernm ent that certain inju stices toward 
American inv estors contained in the monopoly b ill in 
its presen t form will disappear b erore enactm ent. 
The United States, it points ou t, has no wish either 
to interv ene against G erm any’s estab lishm ent of an 
oil monopoly nor to interfere with any price a rran ge­ 
ment b etw een the Standard Oil Company and the 
Germ an Gov ernment, shou ld su ch b e u nder consid- 
oiation. 
It expects, howev er, that American citi­ 
zens who hav e inv ested capital in German en ter­ 
prises 
for instance, the Standard Oil C om pany’s 
German su b sidiary concern— will b e fu lly and fairly 
compensated for ail inv estm ents canceled b y 
the 
measu re. 


Deb ate u pon the b ill has b een postponed u ntil 
Aptil 8 and it is likely that a fu rther postponem ent 
will he made. 
Two Berlin papers, the Vossische Zei- 
tu ng and the Borsen Zeitu ng, express su rprise that 
the protest has b een raised at this late date, after 
the delib erations of the preceding months. The Boer- 
sen Cou rier says: 


T hv re has b een no dou b t from the first that the 
influ ence of tho Standard Oil Company wou ld pre­ 
v ail with the United S tates Gov ernment, which is 
now attem pting to prev ent Germ any from protecting 
effectiv ely its economic interests. T he United States, 
while w arring sharply against the tru sts at home, is 
u nwilling to allow Germany to protect herself against 
Standard Oil Company.
